Board Aftermath of Trial of 
Detective Wood for Mistreat- 
ing Prisoner--Election of New, 
Captain Postponed Thirty 
Days. 


As the sequel to the peremptory dis- 
missal of Detective Robert A. Wood 
from the Atlanta police force for mali- 
treating Ivan Wimbish, a _ prisoner, 
the board of police commissioners last 
night reduced Police Captain John W. 
Norman to the rank of patrolman, 
suspended Call Officer G. C. Watson 
for sixty days and Call Officer J. W. 


"McWilliams, Jr., for thirty days» 


At the same session Policemen W. 
H. Gantt and James Doyal were sus- 
pended for fifteen days for neglecting 
their beat for an automobile ride’ out 
Peachtree street. , 

Norman Requests Reduction. 

Captain Norman, charged with 
competency and failing to make proper 
reports to the chief of Wood’s miscon- 
duct, pleaded guilty to these charges 
and requested the board to consider 
keeping him in the service. With the 
exception of Commissioner Fain, the 
vote to reduce Norman was unani- 
mous. 

Watson and McWilliams, who were 
accused of swearing false affidavits 
in reference to the whereabouts of two 
newspaper reporters who were the 
principal witnesses in the Wood in- 
vestigation, were found guilty of neg- 
lect of duty and conduct unbecoming 
officers in attempting to shield former 
Detective Wood in their affidavits, but 


in- 


te eere ata not condemn them as 


perjurers. 

After mature deliberation on the 
eases of the two call officers, it was 
the verdict of the board that they had 
made misstatements in their affidavits 
without intenion of maliciously at- 
tempting to impeach the testimony of 
the two newspaper men, but that their 
conduet showed an attempt to shield 
their brother officer. 

Both Watson and McWilliams in 
their statements of explanation to the 
board declared that while making their 
statements some man in the room ask- 
ed them if the two reporters were at 
the seene of altercation between Wood 
and Witrnbish on the street, and that 
their reply was in the negtetive. 
Neither could remember who- this 
“man from behind” was. 

The election off a captain of police 
to sueceed former Captain Norman 
was postponed for thirty days in or- 
der to give members of the force de- 
siringe to stand the civil service exam- 
fnation for the place an opportunity 
to prepare themselves for the test. 


Commissioners on Case. 


‘Chairman Carlos Mason, Commission- 
ers Fain, Knight, White, Johnson, Mac- 
Kachern, Clarke, Smith, Holland, sat 
at the five trials which began at 8 
o clock. ) 

Captain Norman, charged with neg- 
lect of duty and incompetency in fail- 
ure to properly report former Detective 
R. A. Wood’s misconduct to the chief, 
was first arraigned. 

He pleaded not guilty and made the 
request that if he was not giving satis- 
faction as captain that the board could 
reduce him and keep him in the service. 

He was told by Chairman Mas6n that 
he would have to plead guilty if he 
was to be reduced. Captain Norman 
ihen said he would plead guilty and 
the board voted to take his case up in 
executive session. 

George C. Watson and J. W. McWil- 
liams, the two call officers accused of 
making false affidavits, were arraigned 
and both pleaded not guilty. 


Weooed Record Accepted. 


Attorney William M. Smith appeared 
as counsel for the two officers and 
stated that he woud accept the record 
of the Wood investigation, with the 
exception of the administration of oath 
in affidavits, which was done by J. C. 
Carlisie and not G. C. February. 

Mr. Watson was asked by Commis- 
sioner Fain to explain why he made 
tlie statement in his affidavit that the 
newspaper reporters were not present 
when Wood arrested Wimbish. 

Watson said he meant no reflection 
against the reporters; that when he 
made his statement to Clerk February 
someone asked him if they were pres- 
ent and he said no. He disremembered 
who asked him the question. 

He left the newspaper men in the 
station house and when he returned 
after the Wimbish trouble, they were 
still there, he said, and that was the 
impression he meant to convey in his 
statement. 

McWilliams made a similar state- 
ment. The board probed for an ulte- 
rior motive, but both denied any de- 
sign to impeach the reporters or shield 
Wood. 

“The Man From Behind.” 


“There were six or eight people 
standing around at the time I made 
my statement, and someone from be- 
hind asked, ‘Were the _ reporters 
there?” testified Watson. we: + pad, 
‘no,’ thinking that the reporters would 
be called on to make statements, too.”

THROUGH TEMPLE 


Charlie Johnson Became 


Tired of Life. 


Despondent Horsetrader, Af- 
ter Bidding Sister Goodnight, 
Slips Out to Cow Lot and 
Fires Fatal Shot--He Was 
Dead When Found. 


Charlie Johnson, a horsetrader, 35 
years of age, committed suicide last 
night shortly after 10 o’clock, by shoot- 
ing himself through the temple with a 
pistol, in the cow shed in the rear of 
the home of his brother-in-law, kKd- 
ward Early, at 145 West Fair street. 

Fone more than a week the members 
of his family had been uneasy about 
him, and a pistol which he owned was 
hidden for fear that he would take his 
own life. Several attempts to obtain 
a weapon were frustrated by members 
of the family, and it is not Known 
where he got the pistol with which he 
ended his life. No definite cause can 
be assigned for the act, except general 
despondency. His mother and sister 
died within a short while of each other 
about a year ago, and ever since then 
he has been moody and unwell. 

Johnson had prepared for bed 
night when he left the house, unknown 
his sister, and went to 
the cow shed, A shot was 
heard from there, and Mrs. Early tn- 
stinctively knew that he had itilied 
himself. A negro was sent to her hus- 
band at his place of business, 137 le- 
ters street, and when he and friends 
arrived on the scene they found Jonn- 
son already dead. 

The police were notified, and an In- 
vestigation made, which showed that 
he died by his own hand. Coroner 
Paul Donehoo was summoned, and an 
inquest will held this afternoon at 2 
o’clock at Harry G. Poole’s undertak- 
ing parlors. 

Surviving the deceased are his sis- 
ter and brother-in-law, with whom ne 
lived, and two brothers, of this city, 
and one living in Boston, 


HUSTON 1S GUILTY 
UN FRAUD CHARGE

United States. 


With Huston Were Alse Con- 
victed Lewis and Dufour--The 
Convicted Men Operated the 
National Trust Company and 
Other Concerns. 


Washington, December 13.—James N. 
Huston, treasurer of the United States 
from 1889 10 1891, was convicted to- 
night, with Harvey M. Lewis, of Cin- 
cinnati, and “Everett Dufour, of this 
city, by a jury in the criminal] court, 
on indictments charging the use of the 
mails to defraud,in connection with the 
operation of the National Trust Com- 
pany and other concerns. 

The trial lasted five weeks, but the 
jury was out only a few hours. The 
maximum penalty for the offense is 
two years’ imprisonment and a fine of 


$10,000. . 

The three men indicted were al- 
lowed to remain at liberty tonigt on 
their bouds pending the hearing of a 
motion for a new trial, which will be 
made within a few days. | 

The trio was indicted January 3 
last by the federal grand jury, fol- 
lowing a raid on the office of the Na- 
tional Trust Company here by pvstot- 
fice inspectors in September, 1909. The 
company, which was incorporated. in 
Delaware, with a capital stock of 
$1,000,000, it is alleged, guaranteed the 
stock of other companies on a com- 
mission basis. The inspectors declared 
at the time that they tailed to find any 
material funds to justify the guaranty 
assertions. 


NIGHT POLICE COURT 
MAY BE ESTABLISHED 


Committee From Police Board 
to Take Up Feasibility 
With Recorder. 


Atlanta may heave a night police 
court, if a motion introduced by Com- 
missioner Robert C, Clarke and adopted 
by the board of police commissioners at 
its regular session last night material- 
izes. 

To take up the feasibility of the in- 
auguration of a night court with Judge 
Nash R. Broyles a committee consisting 
of Commissioners Clark, Fain, Knight 
and White was appointed by Chairman 


Mason. . 

The motion of Mr. Clarke followed 
a recommendation from Chief of Police 
Jennings that another police court be 
established in order to take care of 
the increased number of cases. 

It was pointed out by the chief that 
citizens summoned to appear as wit- 
nesses in recorder’s court sometimes 
had to wait for several hours before 
the case in which they are interested is 
called and the policemen are kept from 
their beats by the delay in the trial 
of their cases. 

The committee will report the result 
of their efforts at the next meeting 
of the board. The same committee was 
instructed to confer with Judge Broyles 
also about the present method of 
duplicating arrests by the transfer of 
Mames from the _ state to the city 
docket. In this method, according to 
Commissioner Clarke, the city has been 
given yearly from 300 to 500 arrests 
already accounted for. 

A third motion for the improvement 
of the police system was made at the 
session by Commissioner Clarke, as a 
resuit of which the board gave instruc- 
tions that hereafter the station ser- 
geant shall write on the docket against 
each prisoner’s name, his or her occu- 
pation and address. By the former 
method the only idefitification was 
Rame and age. 


WAN SHOOTS SELF | AMA RADICAL, 


SAYS ROOSEVELT,

The Colonel Mixes Things in 
a Political Speech at 
New Haven,

FOR RADICAL REFORMS 
BY CONSERVATIVE MEN 


He Wants Hand of State and 
Nation Placed on Great Cor- 
porations to Regulate Them. 
Governor-Elect Baldwin Re- 
fused to Attend the Banquet 
to the Colonel. 


New Haven, Conn., December 13.— 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, as the 
guest of the chamber of commerde at 
its annual banquet tonight, made his 
first public address since the recent 
elections. He was cordially greeted by 
a gathering of upwards of 600 men. 
representatives of the business and 
commercial interests and thea profes- 
sions of the state. 

Governor-Elect Baldwin Shuns Colonel. 

The banquet had more than ordinary 
significance through the presence or 
the chief guest who so recently was in 
controversy with the former chief 
justice of the supreme court of errors, 
Judge Simon E. Baldwin, who, as tne 
democratic nominee for governor, over- 
turned the political complexion of the 
State, and as governor-elect had been 
invited to attend. Judge Baldwin was 
not present, and the place assigned to 
him at the guests’ table bore mute evi- 
dence of his absence, 

Colonel Roosevelt was escorted from 
New York by a committee of the cham- 
ber, and upon his arrival here a very 
large and enthusiastic crowd wags in 
waiting. 

Colonel Roosevelt was ddriven to the 
home of Colonel I. M. Ullman, presi- 
dent of the chamber of commerce, 
where a small number of friends were 
waiting to greet him. Later Colonel 
Roosevelt and President Ullman went 
to Woolsey Hall, where a brief. recep- 
tion was held for the bemefit of tne 
members. 

Talk of Suit Against the Colonel. 


The coming here of Colonel Roose- 
velt had given risé to speculation as to 
whether "Judge Baldwin, following his 
statement during. the ebaction canvass 
that a suit would be brought against 
the colonel, having for its basis criti- 
cism contained in Colonel Roosevelt's 
Concord speech, would attempt to serve 
papers in the action while Colonel 
Roosevelt was in this state. At Judge 
Baldwin’s office earlier in the day it 
was said thene was no reason to be- 
lieve that any such step would be 
taken by Judge Baldwin. 

It was a noticeable fact that Gov- 
ernor Weeks was not ppresent to rep- 
resent the state, nor was any member 
of the congressional delegation pres- 
ent, but their absence was due to other 
engagements. The gavernor was at- 
tending a reception at Mereden to the 
nationai commander of the Grang Army 
oftthe Republic, John E. Gilman. 

The dinner was served in tke dining 
hall of Yale university, known as “com- 
mons.” 

Lauds the Naming of White. 

Colonel Roosevelt was greeted with 
cheers which lasted fully a minute 
when he rose to speak. 

“It seems to me that nothing could 
be a better augury of the future of 
this country,” he said, “than that a re- 
publican president should appoint an 
ex-confederate of the opposite political 
faith chief justice of the United States 
supreme court and receive unanimous 
applause of his countrymen. 

“With the permission of your presi- 
dent I shall propose two toasts, first, 
to President Taft, and second, to that 
learned jurist, Chief Justice White.” 

After the toasts had been drunk 
Colonel Roosevelt said: 

“IT am a radical, but I am a radical] 
who most earnestly desires to see a 
radical program carried out by. con- 
servatives. I wish to see great indus- 
trial reforms carried out, not by the 
men who will profit by them, but by 
the men who lose by them; by just 
such men as you around me. I believe 
most emphatically in the progress 
which shal] be sane.” 

After Great Corporations. 

Colonel Roosevelt said he wished to 
see the hand of the state and the na- 
tion placed on the great corporations 
to regulate tiem. “The rights of- man 
must be paramount in a republie such 
as ours,” he added. 

The colone] urged the passage of 
legislation to benefit labor. It was 
his criticism of ex-Judge Baldwin's 
attitude towarg such legislation which 
led to their controversy.

Mr. Chambers was 
discussing the congested condition of 
Peachtree street with six or seven cit- 
izens, and they all agreed with him 
that there was an urgent and most 
pressing necessity to relieve the con- 
gestion of traffic on that street. 

Cause of the Congestion, 

The reason that Peachtfree street 
so congested is because it is the only 
w@l-graded and well-paved business 
artery that leads from the center of 
the citv to Brookwood. 
vehicles leaving the business center 
for the north side, no matter where 
their destination may be, use Peach- 
tree street, and Peachtree street aione, 
just as far out as possible before their 
destinations compel them to turn into 
side streets. It is also true that all 
classes of vehicles coming into the city 
from any section on the north ‘-ue 
make a bee-line for Peachtree street. 

A street parallel to Peachtree and 
as well graded and as well paved is 
the only thing that will ever relieve 
this terrible congestion, ang it is the 
unanimous opinion of all who have 
looked into the matter that the most 
available thoroughfare is Spring street.

Tangle Over the Disposal Plant 
May Cause the Work to 
Be Delayed 


LE 


COURTS MAY BE ASKED 
TQ ADJUST SITUATION 


Snarl Grows Out of Action of 
Lowest Bidder on Disposal 
Plant Increasing His Bid by 
Wire, and of Lowest Bidder 
on Sewer Work Overlooking 
Part of the Specifications. 


The bids for the Peachtree creek 
disposal plant and the Butler street 
and Orme street intercepting sewers, 
to be built with nearly $500,000 of the 
bond issue, got into a tangle and snarl 
at a meeting of the sewer committee 
of council and the bond commission 
Tuesday afternoon, which may cause 
the work to be delayed and which may 
draw the city into lawseuite 

The tangle grew out of the lowest 
bidder on the disposal plant amend- 
ing and increasing his bid by wire 
from New York, and the lowest bid- 
der on the sewer work overlooking a 
part of the specifications. 

City Attorney Makes a Ruling. 

The tangle became more tangled by 
an opinion from the city attorney, in 
which he stated that under the law 
the city could not make the lowest 
bidder forfeit his check until final ac- 
tion was taken by council and the bid 
was accepted, and by his further opin- 
ion that any bidder could legally 
amend and change his bid after it was 
opened and before it had been ac- 
cepted by the city. 

The mayor and other members of the 
joint meeting dissented from the opin- 
ion of the city attorney and the joint 
bodies, in spite of the city attorney's 
ruling, and recommended the accept- 
ance of the lowest bid for the dis- 
posal plant with a view of testing 
the city’s right to forfeit the check 
of $5,000 which accompanied the bid. 

No Action on Sewer Bids. 

No action was taken on the bids for 
the sewer work, and the committee. 
still in a tangle, adjourned to meet 
again this afternoon at 3 o’clock for 
for the purpose of trying to do ~some 
untangling. 

Who was to blame for the tangle? 
That is a question which is hard to 
answer. It just looks like nobody in 
particular was to blame, and that the 
city met with a new situation in which 
the law and a custom were at variance. 

The fact remains that the much 
needed work is about to be delayed 
and that the people will suffer before 
it is al? over with. 

The commission and the sewer com- 
mittee held its first meeting Monday 
afternoon, and opened all the bids 
There was an adjournment until Tues- 
day afternoon to give the city en- 
gineer time to tabulate the bids. 

He Raised His Bid, 

On Tuesday afternoon it was shown 
that Chester A. Dady, of New York, 
had made the lowest bid for the dis- 
posal plant, his bid being $195,363. A 
telegram was read from Dady, In whica 
he claimed he had made a mistake in

3. Through-lighting test. When a linen 
is held between the light and the eyes of the ob- 
sehen, it appears to be striped; cotton cloth is uni- 
orm. 


4. Burning test. Burnt ends of linen threads 


after the flame is extinguished appear smooth and 
compact, while the fibers of cotton threads treated in 
the same way are spread out more or less in brush 
form.

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POSES. 
MURDER PARDONS 


“Human Life Held Too 
Cheaply,” Says Gov. 


'“Pistol-Carrying and Murders 
Will Never Decrease Until the 
Certainty of Punishment, Suf- 
ficient and Severe, Is Estab- 
lished,” He Declares. 


“Pigtol-carrying and murders -.will 
never decrease until the certainty of 
punishment, sufficient and severe, is 
established beyond question.” 

With this emphatic declaration Gov- 
ernor Brown yesterday morning put 
himself on record as opposed to the 
proposition of cheapening human life 
by opening the door of hope to the 
} murderer through the possibility of 
executive clemency. 

And it follows, therefore, that when 
the governor comes to pass upon the 
numerous recommendations for clem- 
ency made in murder cases by the 
prison commission and now awaiting 
official action there will be many of 
them vetoed. 

Life Held Too Cheaply. 

The governor’s emphatic statements 
anent the exercise of executive clem- 
ency in murder cases were apropos of 
recommendations from the commission 
in six murder cases, four manslaugh- 
ter cases and three attampts to mur- 
der. 

“Human life is 


held too cheaply,” 
continued Governor Brown. “It has 
come to pass that murder may be 
committed and the guilty man escape 
with only a few years in the peniten- 
tiary. When he is given a life sen- 
tence he serves seven or eight years 
and then his case comes up for clem- 
ency. 

“If we are not to inflict life sen- 
tence when the circumstances demand, 
why not change the law' and put the 
man in for only seven years? If we 
are going to inflict punishment § in 
this state for murder, then we should 
let the sentences stand after a com- 
petent judge and jury have fixed the 
penalty. 

“Here are ten human lives taken 
and Il am asked as governor to extend 
clemency to the men who took them. 
Think of it. 

“The infliction of punishment for 
taking a life is grounded pn _ three 
causes. First, the punishment of the 
murderer for his offense; second, the 
protection of society from a repetition 
of the crime; tiird, the example which 
it sets for others. 

Puts Premium on Crime. 

“When a man is convicted for mur- 
der, given a life sentence and then re- 
leased after serv.ng a few years in 
the penitentiary, it not only absolute- 
ly defeats the ends of justice, but it 
puts a premium on crime, Laxity in 
the administration of law is largely 
responsible for the abundance of crime 
and it is high time that the criminal 
should know that when he runs 
counter to law his punishment will be 
swift and severe. 

“There are instances,’’ concluded 
Governor Brown, “when clemency in 
murder cases is advisable. When a 
man sentenced to confinement for life 
in a murder charge becomes helpless 
and infirm through old age or disease 
and ig a burden and a drain upon the 
state, it is frequently well, if the cir- 
cumstances justify, to give him a 
parole or a pardon, and turn him 
“over to the care and keeping of his 
family or friends ang thus relieve the 
state. It is an entirely different mat- 
ter from the general proposition of 
extending clemency to murderers.’

CLEMENCY URGED 


BY SENATOR BACON 


For W. S. Harlan, Serv- 
ing Peonage Sentence 
in Atlanta Pen.

Washington, December 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—-Senator Bacon, at the request of 
friends in Georgia, called on President 
Taft, in company with Senator Cum- 
mins of Iowa, today to urge executive 
clemency for W. 8S. Harlan, manager of 
the Jackson Lumber Company, located 
at Florala Fla., near Pensacola, who 
was found guilty on a charge of 
peonage and sentenced to serve 
elghteen months’ imprisonment at hard 
labor at Atlanta and pay a fine of 
$5,000. The case was tried before Judge 
Swayze, of the northern . district of 
Florida. It was appealed to the cfreult 
court of appeals. and the sentence “at 
hard labor’ changed, though the term 
remained the same. Judge Don A, 
Pardee dissented from Judges McCor- 
mick and Shelby in upholding the de- 
cision of the lower court. 

The indictment for peonage, returned 
in July, 1906, against W. S. Hartan, 
Cc. C. Hilton and S. E, Huggins, of the 
Jackson Lumber Company, grew out of 
a contract for labor made with Rudolph 
Laninger in New York City. The com- 
pany claimed to operate under an Ala- 
bama statute which permitted a con- 
tract between a laborer and an em- 
ployer by which the employer advanced 
money to pay the expenses og the la- 
borer to the scene of his labor, and 
under which the latter wag held to 
work it out. Laninger was one of a 
number of laborers brought from New 
York under a similar contract. Later 
he left the lumber company, and was 
arrested and brought back. The com- 
pany charged him with larceny. 
Laninger set up that he was being 
held in involuntary servitude. 

The case was finally brought up to 
the supreme court of the United States 
on a writ of habeas corpus, tnstead of 
a writ of error, and the supreme court 
held it had no jurisdiction. 

In the brief of William R. Harr, as- 
sistant attorney general, on behalf of 
the government. it is set out: é 

“This is a case of great importance. 
I¢ the convictions in these cases are set 
aside, it means that the efforts of the 
gxovernment for the past five years to 
suppress peonage in certain portions 
of the south wil! be nullified. The gov- 
ernment is not seeking to sustain the 
conviction of innocent men. It is sim- 


ply trying to protect the rigtits of this-_ 


class of laborers.” 

In the evidence produced at ‘the trial, 
charges of cruelty on the part of man- 
agers of the lumber company were 
made by witnesses.

So Declares a Jersey Judge in

Camden, N. J., December 13.—Balliot 
frauds were declared a worse crime 
against national institutions than the 
assassination of presidents by Su- 
preme Court Justice Garrison in his 
charge to the grand jury, which will 
consider a number of alleged election 
crimes committed in this country.

It is not known vet what will or can 
be done in the premises.

made no counter proposals, but has 
stubbornly stood pat. 

If some decision is not shortly an- 
nounced by the state department, a 
resolution ©f inquiry and of instruction 
will be introduceq simultaneously in 
the senate and house, calling for ac- 
tion.

The railroad commission of Georgia is shortly to have an op- 
portunity to pass upon that arbitrary regulation of the carriers re- 
quiring the holders of mileage books to exchange mileage for tickets 
before boarding a train, 

Following a decision of the supreme court of North Carolina, to 
the effect that such an exaction was unreasonable, The Constitution 
called upon the Travelers’ Protective Association of Georgia to in- 
stitute proceedings looking to similar feform iff this state. 

Secretary J. H. Andrews, of the State T. P. A., announces that 
the association is now prepared to present its case to the commis- 


‘sion, and that efforts will not be remitted until readjustment shall 


have been effected. 

It this requirement of the railroads is unreasonable in North 
Carolina, it is unreasonable in Georgia. 

When the carrier sells transportation in the form of a mileage 
book it is, or should be, as much binding for acceptance upon trains 
as tickets sold to regular patrons by depot agents. 

The present requirement is endlessly productive of delay, con- 
fusion and financial loss. There are innumerable cases on record 
where commercial travelers have been forced to lose trains, and 
therefore business, because of this unreasonable requirement. 

The trouble with the carriers, in the majority of instances, is 


that they are likely to regard the mileage book as a concession rather 


than as a right. Reasoning from that premise, they appear to re- 
serve to themselves the privilege of tying a string to it. Whether 
or not that is their intention, such is the effect.of the present regu- 
lation in actual operation. 

If the commission does not see its way clear to enact plain jus- 
tice, there is no reason why the crusade should not be pushed to 
a successful legal conclusion, as in North Carolina. To that end, 
The Constitution pledges its unremitting aid, both to. the commer- 
cial travelers and the traveling public generally. 

_ The carriers must find. some method. for securing a double 
check on their sale of transportation other than that which obtains 
in\the present circuitous and oppressive practice.

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THE SOUTH IN THE GOVERNMENT. 


The unusual spectacle of a-democrat and a southerner being 
nominated as chief justice of the United States supreme court under 
a republican administration is efmphasized by the probability that a 
Georgian and a democrat, Judson C. Clements, will become chair- 
man of the interstate commerce commission. 

Martin A. Knapp, at present chairman, has been designated as 
head of the newly created commerce court. 

If he is nominated by the senate—and there seems no reason to 
doubt that-he will be—Judge Clements will be ranking member of 
the interstate commerce commission, through priority of service. 
Should precedent be followed, he will be elevated to the chairman- 
ship upon the reorganization following the retirement of Commis- 
sioners Knapp and Cockrell. 

Under the continued amendments and amplifications of the 
scope and functions of the interstate commerce commission, and the 
growing intricacy and extent of railroad influence and operations, 
the body Judge Clements is soon to head becomes automatically one 
of the most powerful courts in civilization. 

- Indications are, moreover, that before Judge Clements will have 


reached the end of his term, the purview of the commission will have! 


undergone still more radfcalsand far-reaching elaboration. 

It is interesting, no less than gratifying, that at the threshold 
of a new epoch in our legal and economic history the south should 
have such distinguished representation on bodies intimately identi- 
fied with the arbitrament of administrative and applied detail. 

Interesting, also, is the incidental stressing of the growth of 
non-partisan sentiment in America, such as these current develop- 


ments imply. 
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$6,000,000 AND GOOD ROADS. 


What progress could Georgia make toward an almost perfect 
system of good roads with an appropriation of $6,000,000? What 
progress: could Georgia make in that direction with merely its pro- 
rata share of six millions as divided among the other American 
states? 

The questions are pertinent in view of a recent announcement 
by Secretary of the Navy Meyer, and The Constitution’s reiterated 
plea that some of the funds devoted to warships doomed to swift 
obsolescence be expended upon highway construction. 

Congress set aside $6,000,000 for the purpose of building the 
battleship New York. 

Secretary Meyer now reports that that sum is inadequate to 
the purpose named, and that congress must etther pour the money 
back into the jug and abandon the warship project, or increase the 
original appropriation by about $1,500,000. 

Six million dollars is not enough to build a battleship that will 
be turned toward the scrap heap within ten years. 

But it would be enough to grid-iron almost any one of the 
American states with a system of good roads, returning dividends 
past computation for generations to come. 

Or, if prorated among the various states, it would start going 
systematic road improvement that could be depended upon to ad- 
vance its own best arguments for further appropriations, once the 
substantial returns became evident. 

The Constitution has never advocated a niggardly attitude 
toward the navy. \Whether or not we like it, we are a world-power 
and must pay the price. 

At the same time it does seem, in all conscience, that if we 
can afford to invest millions yearly in battleships, the usefulness of 
which is purely hypothetical, it is the part of practical. business 
sense to invest at least a portion of that amount in transportation 
facilities of permanent and widening value. 

For instance: Ifa man of ordinary business qualifications had 
the option of investing $6,000,000 in an ephemeral battleship or a 
permanent good roads system—what would the answer be?

as well as agricultural industries, so that we can plug tip the stream 
of outgoing wealth at another source. 

It has been slow work persuading the southern farmers regard- 
ing the gold lying at their very feet. Statistics and reports from 
every section of the south are proof that the process is already 
under way. Its complete materialization means the south is ulti- 
mately destined to be the most independent portion of America.

OF THE CARNEGIE LIBRARY 


Some interesting facts and figures 
about the Carnegie library, showing 
its rapidly-growing usefulness, are em- 
bodied in the annual report of the li- 
brarian, Miss Julia T. Rankin, to the 
board of trustees, which is as follows: 

“To the Board of Trustees.—Gentle- 
men: The report of the Carnegie li- 
brary for the past year shows a large 
increase in the number of books circu- 
lated for home use, and a general 
widening of influence in the commu- 
nity-at-large through satisfied demands 
upon the reference and other depart- 
ments. It is noteworthy that the in- 
crease in circulation is larger, propor- 
tionately, than ever before, whereas, re- 
ports of many of the large libraries for 
the past year show a decided decrease 
in this respect, notably the public li- 
braries of Springfieid, Mass.; Pratt In 
stitute Free library, Brooklyn; Grand 
Rapids, Mich.; Toledo, Ohio; Rock- 
ford, I11., while the public library of St 
Joseph, Mo., showed no appreciable in- 
crease. The circulation pf books in 
the Atlanta library will reach the 
260,000 mark, against 207,000, in 1909; 
the circulation for 1908 was 165,000. 

“There were 4,000 new members en- 
rolied, a large number of them being 
residents of the territory recently 
taken into’the city. The total regis- 
tration is now more than 30,000, being 
many thousand in excess of the num- 
ber of students in the entire public 
school system of Atlanta. 

“During the year the library addeg to 
its shelves about 7,600 volumes, many 
of them being purchased to replace 
books worn out and discarded. Proba- 
bly as many as 3,000 were added in 
this way. Only 1,200 were added to 
the branch. The need for books for 
the juvenile departments of both libra- 
ries is very great; in fact, at the 
bran: there are practically no books 
On the shelves for the very small chil- 
dren. 

Reference Department. 
educational! value of the public 
library has been substantially demon- 
Strated by the abundant use made of 
the reference department in the aid of 
students ranging from the small gram- 
mar school boy and girl, to the expe- 
rienced professional man. Broadly 
speaking, the class of service rendered 
may be grouped as follows: 

“1. Municipal research, which places 
in the hands of the city officials and 
others interested in our city govern- 
ment, materia] on such questions as 
dust preventives, meat inspection, sew- 
age disposal, commission government, 
road materials, bond issues, etc. 

“2. Industrial, technical and scientific 
investigations, which embrace a multi- 
tude of topics relating to practical data 
furnished workingmen and mechanics;

“3. Debate and essay work, which 
pertains not only to local grammar and 
high ‘schools, but also to colleges that 
are out of the city and eften in other 
states. The work with the Boys’ Hizh 
school is as systematic as if the de- 
partment were a part of the schoo! 


‘itself. 


“4. Study club work, which in- 
cludes the preparation and distribu- 
tion of lists of books for every paper 
on the programs of such circles in the 
city and vicinity, as well as assistance 
in compiling these programs 

“5. Reading courses and book selec- 
tion, which are in demand by thos» 
who are interested in the study an! 
purchase of good literature. For the 
former, lists of books are chosen, and 
for the latter the value of their in- 
tended purchases is carefully exam- 
ined. a 
The Reading Reon. 

“The reading room, attendance for 
the year 1910 will show an increase of 
about 3,000 visitors over that of 1909. 
This room is open for twelve and oane- 
half hours on week days, and for four 
hours on Sundays. There are twenty 
daily papers, 150 monthly and fifty 
weekly magazines on file in this de- 
partment. 

“Children’s Department.—The circu- 
lation of books from this departinert 
was larger than ever before, being 
32.000 volumes, against 27,000 in 1909. 
The story hour is as popular as ever, 
the attendance on Fridays sometimes 
being as high as 250.

PRIVATE FREIGHT CARS” 
UNDER. DEMURRAGE RULE 


Decision Is Rendered by the 
Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 


Washington, December 13.—Privately 
owned freight cars were today declared 
to be subject to the uniform demurrage 
regulations in the decision of a notable 
case by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, which favored the railroads’ 
contention that such cars were subject 
to the demurrage rules. 

The decision was rendered in the 
case of Proctor & Gamble Company, of 
Cincinnati, against the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton Railway Com- 
pany and other interstate carriers. The 
complainant, which operates approx- 
imately 500 private tank cars, and the 
Indian Refining Company, of Cincin- 
nati, which operates nearly a thousand 
private cars in the distribution of 
petroleum and its products, maintained 
that demurrage should not be collected 
on private cars located on the private 
tracks of the complainants, whether 
loaded or unloaded. 

The defendant roads urged that the 
complainants voluntarily had provided 
themselves with the private cars, and 
that, in using them in interstate traffic, 
they must be bound by the tariff regu-! 
lations, of which the demurrage rules 
are a part. 

The commission held that the rail- 
roads were within their lawful rights 
a maintaining the demurrage regula- 
tions.

Mr. Cummins’ speech was the first 
attack of the session on the Paynve- 
Aldrich law, and it received careful at- 
tention. The Iowa senator disavowed 
any intention of opening up a gener2l 
tariff discussion.

Declaring then 
that under existing parliamentary 
usages in the senate and house, the 
amendment of a tariff law is out of the 
question, he contended that the first 
step to be taken was the modificatfon 
of the rules so as to render it possible 
to amend an individual provision of the 
tariff law without taking up the entire 
tariff question. 

“The real issue,” ge said, “is whether 
we shall so amend our rules as to per- 
mit the amendment of the law, sched- 
ule by schedule.” . 

Aldrich and Lodge Willing. 


Senator Lodge declared his willing-| 


ness to do all in his power to advance 
legislation for the amendment of the 
tariff schedules. Mr. Aldrich favored 
amendment, but said that he would 
prefer taking up the question by sub- 
jects rather than by schedulés. He, 
however, was emphatic in opposition to 
the Iowa senator’s methods of proceed- 
ing, which contemplates the alteration 
of the rules of both the house and sen- 
ate by joint resolution. Senator Hale, 
who opposes the amendment, did not 
participate in the debate. It is expected 
that he will take ground totally an- 
tagonistic to the Cummins program. 

During the day much attention was 
given to the right of the senate to 
interfere in any way in the forma- 
tion of house rules and of the senate 
to amend revenue bills, which, under 
the constitution, must originate in the 
house. Mr. Aldrich flatly announced 
his opposition to any course. that 
would circumscribe the house, and 
Mr. Cummins interpreted this remark 
as a declaration in support of the 
right of the democratic house of the 
next congress to outline its own pol- 
icy without interference. 

The Iowa senator declared his de- 
sire to keep politics out of the ques- 
tion. 

Cummins Scores Senate. 

Mr. Cummins spoke for about two 
and a half hours, and in the course of 
his remarks scored the senate for the 
practice of building up bills to its own 
liking on measures supplied by the 
house.

FEDERAL PAROLES 


Greene and Gaynor May 
Walk Out and No 
One Know. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Washington, December 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—By agreement between R. V. 
LaDow, superintendent of prisons of 
the department of justice, and Attor- 
ney General Wickersham, no public 
statement will be made of the depart- 
ment’s action on the report of the 
board of parole for the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary, which involves some two! 
hundred prisoners. 

Greene and Gaynor may walk out of 
the Atlanta penitentiary tomorrow 
morning free men, except for the 
terms of their parole, and no one will 
be the wiser so far as any official an- 
nouncement of the fact is concerned, 

This is the course usually followed 
when a prisoner completes his term 
and is set free, and it will be followed 
in the case of all paroled men, The 
board of parole for the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary consists of Superintendent Lla- 
Dow, Warden Moyer and Dr. Fowler, 
the physician at the prison. 

As fast’ as the attorney general 
passes upon an individual case, the 
announcement of the decision will be 
communicated to the warden, and if 
favorable to the prisoner's release, he 
will be permitted to leave the prison 
upon the conditions named in his pa- 
role agreement. 

Mr. Ladow, in speaking of the se- 
crecy which will characterize the 
working out of the plan, said it was 
to save the men unwelcome Notoriety. 

“One man in the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary,” he continued, “after reading in 
the papers the names of ten men re- 
leased from Leavenworth, 
tell the warden that he would prefer 
not to be released, if the fact must be 
advertised in the newspapers.”’ 

Asked whether either Greene or Gay- 
ror was the man who made the state- 
ment, he declined to say. 

“This rule will not be deviated 
from,” said Superintendent Ladow.

IN THE STOCK MARKET 


And That Was in the Direction 
of Lower Prices-- 
eady. 


New York, December 13.—Such ac- 
tivity as the stock market displayea 
today was invariably in the direction 
of lower prices. Business was the 
lightest of any full day for some time, 
and narrower than usual, in that oper- 
ations were confined almost exclusively 
to the few issues commonly known 465 
speculative leaders. At no time since 
its recovery from the low prices -~- 
last July has the market appeared 80 
thin and hollow as at present. rhe 
fluctuations of the past few weeks 
have represented almost entirely the 
speculative purchases and sales otf 
room traders. 

Developments of the day 
portant, but their purport scarcely 
made for a more hopeful outiook.

Honduran Government 
Fears They Will Aid 
Revolutionists. 


Puerto Cortez, Honduras, Decem- 
ber 8, via New Orleans, December 13.— 
A guard of soldiers is placed every 
night around the local‘hotel here, 
where foreign visitors and business 
men stay. Ostensibly this guard is 
for protection, but the rea) object is 
to watch the actions of the Americans. 

The government fears that a revo- 
lution may “be started, and suspects 
that American soldiers of fortune may 
be masked behind every yankee pass- 
port presented here. It is reliably re- 
ported. that the hotel guard is under 
instructions to see not only. that 
Americans are not permitted to join 
any fighting which may start, but that 
they shall not be allowed to get out 
at night and start trouble on their 
Own responsibility. 

A serious feature is the stagnation 
of business produced by the rumors 
of revolution and the government’s 
open preparations to resist an assault 
on Puerto Cortez. 

One feature of the government’s 
military preparations is ominous, 
namely, the mounting of machine guns 
here and the reliable reports that 
other guns of this type have been pur- 
chased. They afford little real pro- 
tection to the men behind them, but do 
offer considerable mental comfort. 
The Honduran gunboat Ta Tumbla 
lies in the harbor here with steam up, 
day and night. She is equipped with 
Krupp guns of smal) caliber, both on 
fore and aft decks, and is expected to 
have one or two expert gunners aboard 
to handle them.

Bloody Battle Reported 
in State of Chihuahua 


The Federals Are Said to Have 
Lost Fourteen Men, Including 
Two Officers---Rebels Are in 
Flight, Pursued by the Forces 
of Diaz. 


Mexico City, December 13.—News of 
an encounter between federal forces, 
under General Navarro and the revolu- 
tionists at Cerro Prieto, mear the city 
of Guerrero, Chihuahua, was received 
at the department of war here today. 
Seventy of the rebels were reported 
killed and many others wounded and 
captured. The federals are said to have 
lost fourteen men, including two off- 
cers. 

The fight lasted five hours, ang end- 
ed in the rout of the insurrectos, who 
fled toward Guerrero. The latter num- 
bered, according to the estimate of 
General Navarro, from four hundred 
to five hundred. They ere entrench- 
ed in the mountains. The federai 
forces, numbering about 1,000 infantry, 
cavalry and artillery, made a series Of 
strategic movenrents intended to draw 
the enemy into the open. 

Immediately after the battle began 
Navarro sent a report of the affair to 
General Hernandez, in Chihuhhua, by 
whom it was officially communicated 
to the war department. At that time 
it was believed that a further en- 
counter would occur near Guerrero.

Grave Charge Against 
U. S. Consul by 
Newspapers. 


New York, December 13.—The paper 
committee of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association has sent a let- 
ter to the government tariff board 
stating that the United States consul 
at Quebec in reporting upon the avail- 
able pulp wood supply for American 
paper mills from private forests in 
Quebec “nas suppresseg data that had 
been furnished to the consul by the 
highest official authority in that prov- 
ince and that the consul hag mis- 
represented the situation.” 

The consul’s report said that the 
recent prohibitions “wil; not have the 
effect of reducing the quantity of pulp 
wood for export for some years to 
come, and perhaps never,” implying 
that all the present needs of the 
American market, 1,000,000 cords of 
pulp wood per annum, could be ob- 
tained from private forests.

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ATLANTA PAYS 


LESS THAN PORTLAND, ME. 


TEACHERS 


The question of increased salaries 
for the teachers of the city public 
schools is not settled, and the teachers 
wish this fact to be emphasized. it 1s 
true that the board of education has 
recommended the increase, but council 
must yet pass upon the matter. 

“Now is the time for the best work 
to be done in securing the increase,” 
said one of the leaders in the move- 
ment Tuesday, and to prove that the 
teachers by no means considered the 
question settled she brought forward 
some comparative figures, showing At- 
lanta’s standing in the matter of 
teachers’ pay with that of Portland, 
Maine. 

In Portland the principals of schoois 
of eight clases receive $1,350 a year, 
an excess of $350 over what Atlanta 
pays her teachers in the same posi- 
tion, Principals of twelve - class 
schools get $1,650, $450 more than the 
Atlanta principals on the same number 
of classes. Principals of fourteen 
classes receive $1,750, $500 more than 
is paid in Atlanta for the same ser- 
vices. 

Grade teachers of two years’ experi- 
ence receive $775 a year, an excess of 
$250 over the Atlanta teachers’ pay, or 
three years’ experience $825, a differ- 


| ence of $275: four years’ experience, 
$900, a difference of $325; of five years’ 
experience, $1,000, a difference of $400, 
and of six years’ experience, $1,100, a 
difference of $475. 

These figures were correct up until 
September 1, of this year, at whicn 
time the Atlanta teachers received a 
small increase of 56 per cent, the rrin- 
cipals sharing not at all in the raise. 

In illustration of the fact that in 
the matter of paying efficient teacn- 
ers for conscientious service, Atlanta 
is standing still, two sisters who teach 
in the public school were referred to 
as illustrations. Fourteen years ago 
one sister, who was principal of a 
school of eight classes, received a sal- 
ary of $141 a month. At the present 
tinvs the other sister, who is at the 
head of a school of fifteen classes, 1s 
receiving but $140 a month, ine l/at- 
ter has almost twice as much work to 
do as the former, and is receiving 
smaller pay. 

Members of the laboring class have 
expressed the opinion that they get 
more returns from the money put into 
the school taxes than from any other 
part of the city government: and the 
teachers have quoted the statement 
with much pride.
